On taking up the highway work a year ago, I found, 
of course, a great many things which needed attention. 
Many pieces of Town road were badly in need of repairs . 
and it was necessary to spend considerable money for tools 
and machinery before starting work in the spring. The 
road machine, which had served for about twenty-five 
years, was depreciated beyond repair and a new heavy 
duty machine and a new lighter machine were purchased ; 
also extensive repairs had to be made to the steam roller 
and almost a complete set of smaller working tools had to 
be purchased. 

One thing which I found to be in particularly bad con- 
dition was the bridges and culverts, and on account of the 
element of danger in this connection, I deemed it advis- 
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able to give same preferred attention and, as will be noted 

from the foregoing report, a comparatively large propor- 

tion of the appropriation for Town roads was used for 

urgent repairs and renewal of bridges and culverts.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


T'o the Citizens of Hudson: 


Last year in our annual report we felt it necessary to 
give especial emphasis to two facts—the great increase in 
the number of pupils attending the schools of the District, 
and the failure of the State to bear a large share of the 
expense of school maintenance which until the middle of 
the school year the Board had reasonably expected to be a 
state charge under the school law then in force. Under 
these conditions you made provision for the enlargement 


41 


of the Webster School building and made special appropri- 
ations to cover items in the budget disallowed by state 
authorities. A similar, though less extreme, condition 
exists at the present time. The number of pupils in our 
schools is greater even than our estimate of a year ago, and 
some of our school rooms are seriously crowded. State 
authorities have informed us that no larger budget will be 
approved for next year than is allowed for the present 
year. These facts mean that additional class rooms should 
be put in condition for use and that the natural increase in 
general expense of our schools must be borne by the 
District. 

A large addition has been built and other extensive im- 
provements have been made to the Webster School building. 
This provides for four new class rooms, two of which were 
finished and are in use. It also provides additional base- 
ment space, enlarges the room used for the teaching of 
Domestic Arts, and adds heating, sanitary, and other im- 
provements of great value. Some difficulties have been met 
in matters of heating, ventilation, and drainage; but the 
work is still in charge of your painstaking and competent 
Building Committee and we expect that every effort will 
be made to render the entire plant as nearly satisfactory in 
every particular as is possible. The members of the com- 
mittee deserve the deepest gratitude of the people of the 
District for the conscientious thoroughness with which they 
have done their work. When the building was dismantled 
many of the old window shades were destroyed. No funds 
were available to replace them nor to curtain the many new 
windows, so only a few have protection from the sun till 
adequate provision can be made. We may have shown a 
lack of foresight in these and similar matters, but we men- 
tion them here in order that they may not again be over- 
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looked. We recommend that at least one of the unfinished 
class rooms in the Webster School be put in condition tor 
use next September. It may be a true economy for both 
to be finished at once. | 

After the beginning of the school year it was found to be 
desirable to discontinue Schoo! No. 7. An arrangement, 
satisfactory to parents and teacher, was made which we 
feel will be to the advantage of the pupils and an economy 
to the District. 

Now that the No. 9 and Webster Schools have been put 
in good condition, we recommend that the District at an 
early date turn its attention to improving the other school 
buildings. 

The interest manitested by both parents and pupils in 
the teaching of Domestic and Manual Arts seems to justify 
the continuation of this work. We recommend that 
adequate appropriation be made to provide for instruction 
in these subjects, but our schools are deficient in many of 
the more common furnishings which: cannot be provided 
from the ordinary appropriations. 


With due regard both to the principles of economy and 
efficiency, we submit the following estimates:

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


l'o the School Board of Hudson. 
Gentlemen: 


Herewith | submit my third annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools, and to it 1 have attached a 
report from your school nurse. 


ATTENDANCE. 

The enrollment in your schools is steadily increasing. 
A year ago | reported the average membership for the 
schoo] year preceding as 282, Jor the year ending June 
30, 1921, it was 298. At the present time the enrollment 
in your schools is as follows: No. 1, 10, No. 9, 24, Center, 
54, and at the Webster School, 230, total 318. Your 
average attendance at the high school in Nashua was, last 
year, 28, while this year it is 53. This increased high 
school attendance is partly due to the fact that your pupils 
were promoted to the high school last June from both the 


44 


Nashua Junior High School and from the Hudson schools. 
The attendance of your pupils at the junior high in Nashua 
has, because of this fact, decreased by 15. This may or 
may not be a little larger increase in attendance than 
should be expected as the normal yearly growth. Much 
will, of course, depend upon the general business pros- 
perity of Nashua. We must be prepared to meet the con- 
ditions as they arise, whatever they may be. 

The per cent of attendance in the schools for the past 
year has risen to 89% from 88% for the preceding year. 
However, since last September the attendance has been 
very poor, unreasonably poor, showing a lack of a sense of 
responsibility on the part of some of the parents. The 
main responsibility for the physical, moral, spiritual, and 
educational welfare of the child still rests, as it should rest, 
on the parents. A democratic community cannot, however, 
view with complaceney the neglect of any child in any of 
these respects, otherwise seeds will be sown which in their 
harvest will cause the desintegration of organized society. 
A dangerously large number, and as it seems to me, an in- 
creasing number of parents are disregarding their re- 
sponsibilities in these matters. The school and the church 
are blamed by them for any shortcomings in the moral, 
spiritual, or educational welfare of the child, while the 
physical well-bemmg receives little if any attention from 
either the parent or society. It is not infrequent that a 
parent neglects, if not actually refuses, to send his child to 
school because of the fancied lack of some slight accom- 
modation in transportation, or some disagreement or dis- 
affection in the school room. This ought not to be so, but 
being true, it adds an ever increasing burden upon school 
officials, 
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Hovsina. 


The school district at its last meeting very wisely pro- 
vided for increased accommodations at the Webster School. 
The two new rooms, the more coimmodious domestic arts 
room, the improved heating, hghting, and sanitary ar- 
rangements put your school plant at the Bridge in a more 
satisfactory condition. 

The two unfinished rooms should be prepared for oc- 
cupancy at a very early date. The present enrollment in 
the Webster school averages over 38 pupils per room. The 
same increase another year that we have had the past year 
will render imperative the opening of another room. 

I feel that a few hundred dollars could be expended to 
good advantage on the Center school building in improving 
the heating and other accommodations. At present the 
housing conditions of these two buildings are not com- 
parable. 


Junior Hien. 


Last September was the first time that Hudson has sent 
to the Nashua High School pupils instructed in junior high 
subjects. The present arrangement for the instruction of 
Hudson pupils at the Nashua High will doubtless continue 
for a period of years, Nashua being willing, Under these 
circumstances it will be incumbent upon Hudson to keep 
pace with the Nashua Junior High School. At present we 
are attempting to do the same work except that we are not 
offering commercial subjects. The omission of these sub- 
jects does not at this time interfere with our pupils elect- 
ing any course in the Nashua High. Our pupils are as a 
class doing very creditable work in that school. 

I wish to present to you, without recommendation, the 
following facts. Nashua with its population of 30,000 
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consolidates in one building its Junior high schools. We 
are attempting to do the work of these grades in the 
Webster School, at the Center, and in the outside schools, 
whenever it is called for. 


TEACHERS, 


Of your twelve teachers, regular and special, five are 
occupying the same positions that they filled last year and 
two have been transferred from the outside schools to the 
Webster School. You have hired four new regular teachers 
and one special as follows: Mrs. Celia Donovan, a Lowell 
Normal! graduate of several years of successful experience, 
Misys Emma Butler, a Keene Normal graduate of successful 
experience, Miss Anna Molloy, a Keene Normal graduate, 
Miss Ruth Blamy, a teacher of some experience and train- 
ing, and Mrs. Launa Miller, a housekeeper of experience, 
in charge of the domestic arts. Without making any com- 
parisons, I feel that you have been very fortunate in filling 
your vacant positions. The work as a whole is being done 
in a very satisfactory manner. 

The part time of a teacher in music and of a teacher of 
art could be used to advantage.
